The bond issues appear to be in danger 
of defeat, 

Even members of the campaign com- 
mittees are of the opinion that because 
of the general apathy that exists régard- 
‘ng the issues there will not be sufficient 
votes to authorize the issuance of bonds 
for the extension and improvement of the 
sewer and water systems next Wednes- 
day, which is the day upon which the 
people will decide the matter at the 
polls, 

Yesterday afternoon a mass meeting 
of citizens was to have been held in the 


council chamber at the city hall. To this 
meeting the people generally were in- 


‘vited through the newspapers and some 


excellent speeches were promised. In ad- 
dition, invitations by letter were issued 
to members of the fourth ward cam- 
maign committee. 

When the time for the mass meeting of 
citizens arrived. yesterday afternoon at 
4: o'clock about ten gentlemen were 
present. By 5 o'clock the number who 
had come to attend the mass meeting had 
been increased to sixteen. Of these, five 
were from the fourgh ward. 

Hamilton Douglas, who presided over 
the meeting, stated that several days ago 
a meeting of the twenty-five members of 
the fourth ward campaign committee had 
been called. When the hour for the meet- 
ing arrived three were present, 

It seems that the chairmen of the ward 
committees cannot induce their commit- 
tees to meet, and those who do. meet 
show a decided disinclination to work. 
This tn connection with the general] fecl- 
ing of the citizens leadg those who are in 
charge of the campaign to believe that 
the defeat of the bond Issues is likely. 

Evéry one. knows that there is no oppo- 
ty -the issues, and the lack of op- 
itioh has ¢aused a belief that the 
bonds will carry. For that reason many 
who-are registered will not feel sufficient 
inter@ést to go to the polis on election day. 
Appatentiy.if they know they do not 
realize that if they fall to vote for the 


pond issues they will be casting,.a vote 


against. thém, because the law. requires 
that “two-thirds of the registered votes 
must be cast in favor of-the bonds, and 
not two-thirds of the, votes polled, as 
many suppose, 

Therefore, failure to vote means a vote 
against the bonds, and those who are 
registered and who fail to vote will be 
counted as opposing the bonds. ° | 

THéré is little use in saying more 
about the necessity for the issues, the 
members of the committees believe. The 
sewer system and the water system are 
in such condition that $200,000 is needed 
for each of them in order to protect the 
city from damage sults and a water fam- 
ine, and maybe from an increase in the 
tax rate.

From that time on Wallace P. Reed's 
name was. familiar to. every newspaper 
reader in Georgia, and, in fact, through- 
out the south. He was a prolific writer, 
and turned his pen at times to a great 
variety of themes, but his chief forte luy 
in the reminiscent strain, not exactly his- 
tory 
the ‘past, told with a déelightful touch, 
He also wrote some editorial matter and 
now and then a little fiction. 

His productions almost always, Save 
when the matter was of a purely edl- 
torial nature, were printed with his sig- 
nature attached, and the readers of The 
Constitution soon came to look. fer the 
rame and* other papers copied him ex- 

nsively. 
rain the time he was on the staff of 
The Constitution he wrote & history of 
Atlanta of considerable merit, both from 
a scholarly and literary standpoint, and 
for some. time previous to his death he 
was engaged in the compilation of matter 
for a history of Georgia, and he hag 
written a part of this work when the 
end came.

ANXIOUS ABOUT 
THOSE DIVIDENDS 


Northern Securities Company 
Wanls Decree Suspended 


Allege That Holding Up of Dividend 
Will Cause Suffering—Attor- 
ney General Gives Strict 
Instructions to. United 
States Attorneys. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 17.—Circuit Judge 
Sanborne today. . set Monday morning. 
April 20, as a time for hearing arguments 
on a request by the attorneys for tne 
Northern Securities Company that the de- 
cree recently handed down be suspended 
in so far as it prevented the payment by 
the Great Northern and Northern Pa- 
cific railways of dividends to the North- 
ern Securities Company, since these divi- 
Gends were ultimately to reach the same 
people anyway. ; 

District Attorney C. C. Caupt appeared 
to oppose any motion for a modification of 
the decree. The attorneys for the rail- 
roads explained that the regular dividend 
day had nearly arrived but that under the 
decree it was impossible for the rallway 
companies to close their books and pay 
any dividends, a matter affecting some- 
thing like 1,900 individuals, who were de 
pendent on these dividends for the neces- 
sities of life. No modification of the de- 
cree was asked, all such matters being 
left. for the formal appeal which was 
eure to come in the course of time. Judge 
Sanborne preferred that the whole mat- 
ter be left over until all four circuit 
judges could hear it, which would be on 
May 4, but owing to the urgency of the 
matter on which a suspension was desired 
finally agreed to hear and decide as to 
the requested suspension on next Monday 
morning. 

Before the casé can be finally passed on 
by the supreme court ovér $14,000,000 would 
be paid in dividends, in case this part of 
the decree could be suspended, but other- 
wise the sum would be tied up and the 
people to whom it was properly due could 
not recefve it. 

Government Opposes Modification. 

Washington, Apfil 17.—Referring to the 
application at St...Paul today in behalf 
of the Northern Securities Company, the 


| department of justice has made public the 


following telegraphic instructions of the 
attorney general sent to the United States 
attorney at St. Paul on the Mth 
stant: 

“It is likely defendants in Northern 
Securities case will forthwith and possi- 
bly without notice, appeal to the circuit 
eourt or the judge thereof for modifica- 
tion of the decree. pending appeal, or for 
an order making the appeal operate as a 
supersedeas. You are directed to watch 
this matter closely and earnestly oppose 
any such application on the ground that 
this is not ordinary case of equity ju- 
risdictién between private parties, but a 
Sje@cia] and enlarged statutory remedy in 
equity to enjoin the violation of a penal 
law. The decree finds the defendants 
guilty of violation of the declared public 
policy of the nation. For that reason the 
government opposes any suspension or 
modification of the judgment of the court. 
The modification proposed would, in ef- 
fect, be an indulgence to continue to vio- 
late a law of the United States. The 
principal relief granted by this decree is 
the injunction; to suspend it would pro- 
duce the same effect as a certificate of 
division in the circuit court, and deprive 
the decree of its force and meaning.”’

this statement of the position of the 
navy department in the matter: 
Nothing was further from the mind of 
Secretary Moody or any official of the 
Washington government than giving of- 
fense to Germany by extending an ap- 
propriate courtesy to the sovereign of a 
friendly nation. The suggestion came 
from the state department that the squad- 
ron go to Marseilles in time te greet 
President Loubet, especially as it was to 
touch there to take on board the new 
commander in chief, Rear Admiral Cotton. 
As regards the visit of the American 
men-of-war to Kiel, no invitation reached 
the navy department from Berlin for the 
European squadron.

WILSON SPEAKS IN MISSISSIPPI 


Secretary Chief Orator at a Corner 
Stone Laying. 

Starksvilie, Miss., April 17.—The corner- 

stone of the new $40,000 science hall at the 

agricultural and mechanical college was 


laid here today. 

The feature of the forenoon was, the 
speech of Hon. James Wilson, secretary 
of agriculture, who recejved an ovation. 
Secretary Wilson was introduced by Con- 


gressman Candler. 

The feature of the afternoon was the 
address Of A. D. Tompkins, of North 
Cardlita, who was presented by Governor 


Longino. 
General Stephen D. Lee spoke of the 
great industrial awakening in Mississippi. 
Secretary Wilson said in part: 


“The farmers of the country need an 
education more comprehensive than that 
which we have borrowed from the old 
World, originally designed for the pro- 
fessional man, the man of leisure, and the 
herlditary law giver. The activities of 
the age in lines of research have reach- 
ed the tillers of the soil and inspired them 
with ambition to know more of the prin- 
ciples with. which they have to deal. 

“Such edtication is required as our 
higher institutions of learning have neg- 
lected ahd it cannot be longer neglected 
without seriously hindering the progress 
of our cdunhtry. Sixty-five per cent of our 
exports aré from the farm and grown by 
peors who have not had gpecial train- 
ng beyond the traditions of the farm. 
A new country with abundance of land 
stSred with plant food has.given us an 
advantage. over competitors who are re- 
quired to maintain soil fertility re- 
Sorting to commercial fertilizers and in- 
tensive cultivation, made practicabie 
through. access to cheap labor. Our avail- 
able free public lands are mostly taken 
up, While population steadily increases 
and will continue to increase as long as 
opportunities for getting new land are 
more. favorable for home seekers here 
than anywhere else. 

“The education of the scientist In ag- 
riculture should. begin in the common 
school. It should be continued through 
the secondary school and the college and 
rounded out with specialization in the uni- 
versity. This would give us teachers and 
investigators. The tillers of the soil in 
all cases shogld get something in theif line 
inthe. primary schools. Many of them 
would incline to get more in the secondary 
schools and an increasing number would 
go through college, if we had schools and 
colleges that would give them what they 
require, We have few-such colleges, 
equipped with faculties and illustrative 
material, and because of this, few young 
people study along this line.”

many’ officiais as most extraordinary. 
That the disclosure of this proceeding 
should have come just at a time when 
the attention of the country is directed 
to the charges of rottenness in other 
departments is considered by republican 
politicians as most unsortunate. 

“Conditions of moment not confined to 
Porto Rico or to individuals involved 
have moved administration, after ful] in- 
vestigation and delfberation, to the course 
directed, which will be adhered to.” This 
is the reason given by the attorney gen- 
eral of the United States for his instruc- 
tion to the legal authorities in Porto 
Rico that it is their duty “‘to obey. my in- 
struction to dismiss pending smuggling 
cases and present no new case until 
otherwise directed.” 


Fear Political Effects. 

This course was, confessedly, taken at 
the in&tance of Secretary Moody, who is 
naturally anxious to prevent disclosures 
reflecting upon officers of the navy, and 
of Postmaster General Payne, the chief 
politician of the administration, who is 
even more deelp concerned, to prevent 
any disclosures which can be construed 
as reflecting upon the officials of the 
administration—eapecially those din, 
positions in the “colonial dependencies’ — 
since it is feared that such disclosures 
may have a serious political effect when 
the republican party is called upon in 
the presidential] campaign to uphold its 
insular administration. 

The explanation given by Postmaster 
General Payne cannot but be construed 
as a Weak defense of persons guilty of 
breaking the laws. These persons are 
themselves officials of the government 
and officers of the army and. navy—the 
men sworn to support the law and to ald 
its execution and who, beyond all others, 
should be severely punished when guilty 
of infractions of the law. 

Postmaster General Payne shifts the 
blame or credit for this solution of the- 
difficulty upon the shoulders of the sec- 
retary of the treasury. Just at the time 
when the secretary of the treasury was 
Gecreeing this condign punishment for thc 
offending officers of the government, he 
and his customs officials were confiscat- 
ing a three-thousand-dollar pearl neck- 
lace which an American woman. brought 
into New York from Paris, and on which 
she falled to make declaration for cus- 
toms duties because she had been toid 
that 20 long as the article was for her 
own use she would not have to pay duty 
upon it. In this case there was no seneak- 
ing by the customs officials, as was the 
case in San Juan. The officers of the 
army and of the navy and the officiais 
of the civil government in Porto Ricw 
who were implicated in this disgracefui 
affair knew that their act was plain and 
deliberate attempt af smuggling and 
could give no excuse whatsoever for it. 
They are iet off with slight fines and tlie 
department of justice lends ite aid to the 
whitewashing by sending instructions to 
the law Officers at San Juan to stop al! 
criminal prosecutions. . 

Conditions of Moment. 

The only explanation vouchsafed is that 
this action has been taken because of 
“conditions of moment not confined to 
Porto Rico or to the individuals in- 
volved.” 

The question is naturally being raised: 
“What are these conditions of moment?” 
There can be but. one answer. Taat is 
the desire to squelch the investigations 
for politica! reasons. 

Postmaster General Payne fears that 
the facts disclosed upop such a _ trial 
would be highly embarrassing to Preoi- 
dent Roosevelt's administration.

| Spoke at Enthusiastic «Greater 
Georgia. Meeting, 


Mayor Smith, of Macon, Mayor Ses- 
sions, of Marietta, and F. B. Gor- 
don, of Columbus, Also Spoke. 
President Martin, of 
Macon, Presided.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)—The 
Greater Georgia movement was given an 
earnest and loyal recruit tonight when 
the leading business men of Macon dé- 
cided that the Central City should join 
hands with Atlanta, Savannah, Augusta, 
Columbus, Athens and other cities .in 
bringing about that end. 

The mass meeting was held in the coun- 
cil chamber and there were present capi- 
¢alists, manufacturers, bankers, mcr- 
chants and professiona} men, al! of whom 
manifested the deepest interest in what 
was said and gave te it a most thorough 
indorsement by placing their money at 
the disposal of the executive committec. 

It was half-past 8 when President Mar- 
tin, of the Macon chamber of commeérte, 
called the meeting to order." Near ‘the 


president were seated Hon. E. P. Howell, 
mayor of Atlanta; Mayor’ Sessions, of 
Marietta; Hon. F. B. Gordon,.of Co:um- 
bus: John H. Gould, of Harpéf's Weekly; 
J. K. Orr, president of the Atlanta chaim- 
ber of commerce; Waiter G. Cooper, sec- 
retary of the same body, and Coionel 
wudiey Hughes, of Danville. . 

President Martin, of the Macon cham- 
ber of commerce, informed ‘his audiente 
of the presence of John H. Gouid, of 
Harper's Weekly, who is here for the 
purpose of giving the Greater Georgia 
movement onc of the biggest write-ups of 
modern times, and then called upon 
Mayor Smith, of Mac~n., 

Meyor Smith welcomed the visitors 
briefiy and declared he was present more 
to observe than to talk. 

After reading a letter from Mayor 
Parker, of Madison, who regretted his 
inability to be present, and in which the 
mayor, of that progressive city declared 
Madison was heart and hand with ihe 
Greater Georgia movement. Mr. Martin 
called Mayor Howell, of Atlanta, to the 
stand and in a pleasant happy manner 
introduced that Georgian. 

Mayor Howell was in his best humor 
and quickly caught the attention of his 
audience. He first called the attention 
of his hearers to the varied resources of 
the state and declared that Georgia was 
by nature the richest geographical sec- 
tion of the union. 

“Georgia,” said the captain, “‘is the sec- 
ond largest cotton state in the union, 
and is fuller of minerals than any other 
state. Why; right near Atlanta has been 
found greatest quantities of asbestos, and 
t is said to be the finest in the ‘United 
States. Now, I don’t think Macon has. 
any asbestos, but the good Lord thought 
maybe Atlanta would need it, and conse- 
quently placed the supply there, but Ma- 
cou. “has something Atlanta hasn't, ard 
that, is her kaolin beds, and I am told 
they are the finest in the United States. 
So it is all over Georgia. What is not 
found in one section is found in anotiier, 
and in that way, I tell you. Georgia 
st peculjlarly alone among the states 
of the union. Her psople can practically 
exist without meter out of her borders 
for anything, cause about everything 
panne in life is found within her lim- 
te.”” 

Captain Howell then recounted an ac- 
cidenta] meeting he once had with Thom- 
@s A. Edison immediately after that 
great inventor had inspected the north- 
ern tier of Georgia counties. 

“Edison said to me,”’ said Captain How- 
eli, “the time will come when this sec- 
tion of Georgia will attract the attention 
of the universe. And I am inclined to 
believe Mr. Edison was right.” 

Captain Howell declared his faith in 
edvertising and said the more adver- 
tising we do the more people we will 
draw to Georgia. The captain then told 
of the development of the Georgia mar- 
ble fields in a most graphic and inter- 
esting manner, and told how an article 
written by himself first attracted the 
attention of eastern capitalists, who have 
since spent great fortunes in developing 
these marble mines of north Georgia. 
Captain Howell spoke of the various 
products, vegetable and mineral. of the 
state and declared that only capital to 
work them out was needed to place Geor- 
gia the first state in the_union. 

He was given a caréful hearing and 
his address created a decidedly favor- 
able impression. : 

Mayor Howell made it quite apparent 
to his audience that in the Greater Geor- 
gia movement Atlanta did not have any- 
thing up its sleeve, but that the entire 
state would be benefited hy the plan 
contemplated. He urged Macon to take 
edvantage of the opportunity and join 
in the movement.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., April 17.—(Specia!l.)—The 
Greater Georgia movement was given an 
earnest and loyal recruit tonight when 
the leading business men of Macon  de- 
cided that the Central City should join 
hands with Atianta, Savannah, Augusta, 
Columbus, Athens and other. cities .in 
bringing about that end. 

The mass meeting was held in the coun- 
cil chamber and there were present capi- 
talists, manufacturers, bankers, mcr- 
chants and professiona! men, all of whom 
manifested the deepest interest in .what 
was said and gave to it a most thorough 
indorsement by placing their money at 
the disposal of the executive committec. 

It was half-past 8 when President Mar- 
tin, of the Macon chamber of commérce, 
called the meeting to order. Near the 
president were seated Hon. E. P. Howell, 
mayor of Atlanta; Mayor’ Sessions, of 
Marietta; Hon. F. B. Gordon,.of Co:um- 
bus; John H. Gould, of Harpéf's Weekly; 
J. K. Orr, president of the Atlanta cham- 
ber of commerce; Waiter G. Cooper, sect- 
retary of the same body, and Colonel 
Dudley Hughes, of Danville. . : 

President Martin, of the Macon cham- 
ber of commerce, informed his audiente 
of the presence of John H. Gould, of 
Harper's Weekly, who is here for tie 
purpose of giving the Greater Georgia 
movement one of the biggest write-ups of 
modern times, and then called upon 
Mayor Smith, of Macn. 

Mayor Smith welcomed the visitors 
briefly and declared he was present more 
to observe than to talk. 

After reading a letter from Mayor 
Parker, of Madison, who regretted his 
inability to be present, and in which the 
mayor. of that progressive city declared 
Madison was heart and hand with the 
Greater Georgia movement. Mr. Martin 
called Mayor Howell, of Atlanta, to the 
stand and in a pleasant happy manner 
introduced that Georgian. 

Mayor Howell was in his best humor 
and quickly caught the attention of his 
audience. He first called the attention 
of his hearers to the varied resources of 
the state and detlared that Georgia was 
by nature the richest geographical sec- 
tion of the union. 

“Georgia,”’ said the captain, “is the sec- 
ond largest cotton state in the union, 
and is fuller of minerals than any other 
state. Why, right near Atlanta has been 
found greatest quantities of asbestos, and 
: is said to be the finest in the ‘United 
States. Now, I don’t think Macon has 
any asbestos, but the good Lord thought 
maybe Atlanta. would need it, and conse- 

quently placed the supply there, but Ma- 
' con. has something Atlanta hasn't,’ and 
that, is her kaolin beds, and I am told 
they are the finest in the United States. 
So it is all over Georgia. What is not 
found in one section is found in anotiier, 
and jn that way, I tell you. Georgia 
sta peculjarly alone among the states 
of the union. Her p%ople can practically 
exist without going out of her borders 
for anything, cause about everything 
a in life is found within her lim- 

a 

Captain Howell then recounted an ac- 
cidenta] meeting he once had with Thom- 
as A. Edison itmmediately after that 
great inventor had inspected the north- 
ern tier of Georgia counties. 

“Edison said to me,”’ said Captain How- 
eli, “the time. will come when this sec- 
tion of Georgia will attract the attention 
of the universe. And I am inclined to 
believé Mr: Edison was right.”’ 

Captain Howell declared his faith in 
edvertising and said the more adver- 
tising we do the more people we will 
draw to Georgia. The captain then told 
of the development of the Georgia mar- 
ble fields in a most graphic and inter- 
esting manner, and told how an article 
written by himself first attracted the 
attention of eastern capitalists, who have 
since spent great fortunes in developing 
these marble mines of north Georgia. 
Captain Howell spoke of the various 
products, vegetable and mineral. of the 
state and declared that only capital to 
work them out was needed to place Geor- 
gia the first state in the union. 

He was given a caréful hearing and 
his address created a decidedly favor- 
able impression. 

Mayor Howell made it quite apparent 
to his audience that in the Greater Geor- 
gia movement Atlanta did not have any- 
thing up its sleeve, but that the entir 
state would be benefited hy the plan 
contemplated. He urged Macon to take 
advantage of the opportunity and join 
in the movement. 

Mayor Sessions, of Marietta. declared 
_ the movement was intended for the bene- 

fit of the entire state. and said that since 
“ts Inception every chamber of commerce 
and every board of trade in “the state 
had laken on new life and was now in- 
Gustriousiy engaged in attempting .to at- 
tract immierstion to Georgia. He declar- 
¢d himself anxious to see Macon join 
the general movement and receive the 
benefits which were certain to come to 
Georgia within a short time. Mayor Ses- 
sions proved an interesting talker. 

Hon. F. BE. Gordon. of Columbus, show- 
ed what he considered the great advan- 
tages of the movement, and expressed 
na a that Macon would take part 


Mr. Gordon then told how. twenty vears 
ago. he was attracted to Georgia by 
readine an agricultural report from Geor- 
gia. Speaking of the greater Georgia 
movement he declared .that hecause it 
originated in Atlanta some people outside 
of that citv were sceptical. 

“But it had to originate somewhere.” 
said he, “and like most good things we 
ret in Georgia. it started in the Gate 
City of the snuth.’’ 

John H. Gould, of Harper's Weekly. 
when introduced, stated that the publi- 
cation he revresented would devote twen- 
tv to twenty-four pages to the Greater 
Georgia movement and that it would pre- 
sent all of the resources of the Pmpire 
State of the South. He showed the 
great interest the east had taken in the 
movement and declared that the eves 
of the union were now upon a Greater 
Georgia.

Dublin, April 17.—The national conven- 
tion called by the Irish League to con- 
sider the new land bill which assembled 
here yesterday reconvened early today in 
the round room of the Mansion house in 
this city. There was a smaller attend- 
ance, 

In view of a misunderstanding in the 
case of certain English papers, John Red- 


home rule resolution declaring that the 
Irish nation would never be satisfied until 
it obtained a full measure of self-govern- 
ment. 

“No subDstitute,"’ said Mr. 
“can or will be accepted.” 

Mr, Michael Davitt briefly seconded the 
resolution, saying Irishmen would be neg- 
lecting their sacred duty to the cause if 
they did not send such a message to their 
race throughout the world. 

=r. Redmond’s recommendation 
carried by acclamation, 

William O’Brien then proceeded to ex- 
plain the various suggested amendments 
to the land bill. 

An amendment of Mr. O’Brien providing 
for extending financial assistance to the 
evicted tenants was welcomed, but many 
of the delegates wished it to go further. 
Patrick Flynn, of the Cork branch of the 
United Irish League, a man of great girth, 
with a shillelah in one hand and a broad 
brimmed hat in the other, then mounted 
the platform. His appearance created 
laughter. 

“I did not,’’ said Mr. Flynn, “travel 150 
miles to be laughed at.’’ 

A few seconds later Mr. Flynn held the 
convention spell bound by the extraor- 
cinary eloquence with which he insisted 
that the present occupiers of homes which 
formerly belonged to evicted peasants 
should themselves be evicted. This peas- 
ant orator worked up a storm against the 
“grabbers,”’ by’ Mr, O’Brien’ more ‘mod- 
crate counsel prevailed. Throughout the 
morning peasant speakers discussed the 
details of the bill with intelligent consid- 
eration. Suggestions as a rule were pass- 
ed without divisions. John Redmond and 
Lord Dunraven had an informal meeting 
this morning and decided to postpone the 
sitting of the landlords and tenants’ con- 
ference, which will probably be held in 
London next week. 

The Irish national convention concluded 
this evening. In two days it got through 
a large amount of controversial work 
and emerged, to quote T. P. O'Connor, 
“scathless and honored from a test which 
the whole world was watching. It was 
not only shaping the destinies of Ire- 
land, but it held in its hand the fate of 
the powerful British ministry.’’ 

John Redmond, replying to an enthusi- 
astic vote of thanks for his charimanship 
while I put forward those of peasant pro- 
prietary. Ultimately the resolution was 
adopted condemning the eighth, but re- 
taining a technical rent charge.’’ 

T. P. O'Connor, summing up today’s 
proceedings, wrote the following for the 
Associated Press: 

“This was the day for agreeing on 
the amendments to the land bill which 
are considered essential. Most of these 
were proposed by William O’Brien. They 
covered several important questions, in- 
cluding demands for more liberal treat- 
ment of the congested districts and of 
the laborers. The proceedings were ex- 
tremely harmonious., There was an ani- 
mated but good humored discussion on 
the retention of an eighth as a rent 
charge proposed by Mr. Davitt and my- 
self, the former representing views in 
favor of the nationalization of the land, 
declared that the convention was a credit 
in every particular to Ireland, 

In a statement Mr. Redmond makes the 
important announcement that the amend- 
ments adopted by the convention will be 
accepted at the joint conference at which 
Lord Dunraven, Lord Mayo) ‘Captain 
Shawe-Taylor, John Redmond, William 
O’Brien and T. W. Russell will meet. 
This practically insures the passage of 
the Irish land bill.

Butler, Mo., April 17.—James L. Gar- 
trell, the aged murderer of D. B. Done- 
gan, a Colorado miner, was hanged in 
the county jail yard here today. About 
1,500 persons witnessed the execution, 
many coming to town from the sur- 
rounding country. The Rev. Mr. William- 
Son, of the Christian church, addressed 
the crowd from the scaffold before the 
condemned man was brought in. Dr. 
‘Gartrell displayed remarkable nerve and 
talked briefly to the spectators before the 
black cap was adjusted. He stated that 
he had only one enemy he could not for- 
give, but would not mention his name. 

Sketch of the Crime. 

In March, 191, D. B. Donegan, a gold 
miner from Gunnison, Colo., came here 
to provide himself with an outfit to 
drive overland to Oklahoma, where he 
intended to buy a ranch. He met Dr.

Donegan, entirely. exonerating. his 
Son, but insisted that he did it in self 
defense. 

Dr. Gartrell was the oldest man upon 
‘whom the death sentence has ever been 
pronounced in Missouri. He was 68 years 
old. He was 6 feet tall, very erect, 
despite his age, and wore a long, flowing 
beard. He was once a member of the 
Texas legislature. He was once probate 
judge of Refugio county, Texas. 

. Taylor Hanged for Killing Girl. 


Kansas City, April 17.—John (Bud) Tay- 
lor, aged 20 years, was hanged at the 
county jail here this morning for the 
murder, in 1901, of Ruth Nollard, his 
former sweetheart.

Plan of Department May Pre- 
vent His Assignment 


Secretary. of War Is Considering 
Proposition To Assign Only 
Officers on Retired List 
to Duty with the State 
Militia. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, April 17.—(Special.)—It is 
possible that none of the officers on the 
active list of the army will be detalled 
for permanent duty with the militia of 
the different states, as was the custom 
before the Spanish war, and as it has 
been expected would be done as soon as 
the militia act becomes effective through 
the inspection of the forces of the differ- 
ent states. ee « 

A number of governors have made for- 
mal requests of the war’ department for 
the assignment of officers to this duty. In 
most instances the men designated by 
the governors are officers hailing from 
their respective states whose friends have 
been active in securing this official in- 
dorsement. There is a possibility that all 
of these may be disappointed. 

No Assignment at Present. 

Adjutant General Corbin, in talking of 
this matter today, said that there would 
be no permanent assignments until after 
the condition of the militia of the sev- 
éral states is detetmined by the inspec- 
tions soon to bé@ conducted in order to 
enable the state; troops to avail them- 
selves of the .provisions of the militia 
act. This much is certain. Whether of- 
ficers on the ‘active list will then be 
chosen is not yet determined. 

The act of congress placed twenty offi- 
cers mow on the retired Nst at the dis- 
posal of the secretary of war for this 
service. One of the propositions he has 
under consideration is the dividing of the 
country into twenty districts, assigning 
each of these retired officers to one of 
these districts instead of sending one 
officer to each state and territory, as 
has been the custom in the past. It is 
urged in behalf of this plan that there 
would not be too much work for each 
officer, even ‘in a district comprising sev- 
eral of the relatiyely smaller states. Sec- 
retary Root has taken this-under ad- 
visement, and it is understood is inclined 
to look upon it with favor. 

This plan, if ‘adopted, wil! operate 
against Captain Bob Spence, for whose 
services in this capacity Governor Ter- 
rell has, on the recommendation of the 
military advisory board, made formal re- 
quest. 

More Information for Militia.

National Rifle Contest Board. 

Secretary Root will in a day or two 
promulgate the report of the national 
rifle contest board, which has been: in 
sessicn at the war department during the 
past two days. Colonel Sanger, assistant 
secretary of war and chairman of the 
board, will hand the report to the secre- 
tary tomorrow. The meeting of the board 
was called for the purpose of prescribing 
regulations for the test for a national 
trophy medal and other prizes for marks- 
manship. The competition is to be open 
to the army, navy, marine corps and the 
national guard of the various states. 

Colonel A. R. Lawton, of Savannah, is 
Georgia's member of the board, which 
consists of twenty-one members. 

Colonel Sanger said the deliberations of 
ihe board are regarded ad secret until 
the report is given out by th#-secretary 
of war. He remarked, however, that the 
proceedings of the board showed a deep 
and growing interest in the subject of 
cultivating target practice in all branches 
of the military, naval and militia service. 
He added that it is the intention of the 
government to stimulate and encourage 
good marksmanship and the use of tne 
rifie not only in the military service, but 
also throughout the whole country. Here- 
tofore these annual rifle contests have 
been’ in the nature of interstate fairs, 
and the expenses of the competition have 
been borne by individuals. Now the gov- 
ernment steps in and gives these cere- 
snonies a national] flavor by appropriating 
$2.509 to be expended for a national trophy. 
individual medals and prizes. 

Georgia was ably represented by Gen- 
eral Lawton, and he took an active part 
in discussing the rule#and regulations to 
govern these contests. He submitted sev 
eral amendments or suggestions which 
showed not only a keen interest, but a 
familiarity with the subject, which was

Tithe New York Sun and the: South. 

The south has cause to feel grateful 
to The New York Sun for its broad 
} attitude toward this section, generally 
Speaking, byt particularly for its fair 
‘and. intelligent presentation of the 
south’'s negro problem. 

The Sun has frankly admitted that 
the average northern man and north- 
ern newspaper has no knowledge of 
conditions as they exist in this sec- 
tion, and that their long-distance opin- 
ions thereon are utterly worthless. 
In an effort to inform itself and its 
readers, The Sun has sent a represen- 
tative to the south to see and study 
the negro problem on the spot. 

Manifestly. this is the only fair 
and sensible way to gain knowledge 
of any subject. It might be adopted 
to advantage by other northern news- 
papers that are undertaking to tell us 
just what we should do for the ne- 
groes., 

Tne Sun's representative has sent 
his paper a number of clear-cut, com- 
mon-sense articles on the south in 
general and the negro in particular. 
In a recent issue, writing from Louis- 
iana, he sums up the whole situation 
with the conclusion that “tha outlook 
for the negro in the south is really 
bright; with the south to manage it 
the negro will advance, but under no 
other plan can the negro question be 
solved; anything that even remotely 
suggests socia] equality between the 
races sets the negro back.” 

There is a whole lot in. that for 
the northern people to think over 
when they get through digesting Mr. 
Cleveland’s recent remarks along 
the same line. The Sun, in the same 
issue, refers editorially to Mr. Cleve- 
land’s Madison Square speech, and 
makes these pertinent observations: 

No previous utterances of any states- 
man or philanthropist on this immensely 
important problem have gone nearer to 
the heart of the question. Mr. Cleve- 
land's remarks on the subject were en- 
tirely free from cant; original, vital, ear- 
nest and distinguished throughout not 
only by generosity of sentiment toward 
the negroes themselves and the southern 
whites most immediately concerned with 
the problem, but also by an accurate and 
most sympathetic perception of the de- 
gree in which the latter can justly be held 
responsible for the failure of the exper- 
iment. 

These words are as generous as true. 
We believe that they represent a public 
opinion in the north that is growing fast, 
and is bound to become prevalent, with- 
out regard to party lines. 

To promote as much as we can a better 
understanding in the north of the south- 
ern point of. view—a fuller recognition of 
what Mr. Cleveland calls the honor and 
sincerity of the respectable white people 
of the south in their relations with the 
negro and his improvement and well- 
being—we invite unprejudiced attention 
to the exposition of southern sentiment 
contained in the remakably instructive 
series of dispatches from the south which 
The Sun is now publishing. 

They there, and not we here, bear the 
neat of the day and stagger under the 
weight of the burden.

The President and the Old Maids. 

President Roosevelt has been taken 
to task by that large body of fruitless 
but well meaning and entirely respec- 
table class of American citizens who 
are embraced in the Old Maids’ Asso- 
ciation” of western New York, for his 
remarks telling free Americans. how 
many children each family ought to 
have. His advice on this subject was 
so general as to leave an implied re- 
flection on worthy and well meaning 
citizens of both sexes, who naturally 
enough resent the idea of having the 
charge of “race suicide” laid at their 
doors. 

At least this is the way Miss Amelia 
Higginston, president of the associ- 
ation, looked at it. At the convention 
which opened at Rochester, N. Y.; on 
Thursday Miss Higginston devoted a 
portion of her annual address to this 
vital question. Among other things 
she said: | 

President Roosevelt believes in the rear- 
ing of large families. He has a right to 
his opinion, but when he places childless- 
ness in the same category with criminal 

acts he goes too far. The president is the 
father of what we Americans would eall 
a large family. He is not the mother of 
a large family. We have heard nothing 
about race suicide from the mothers of 
America. Let the president grapple with 
the trusts, the tariff and the coming elec- 
tion. They are more in his line, He can 
safely leave the question.of babies in the 
hands of the women of this great re- 
public, 

It is difficult to see how any one 
can take issue with Miss Higginston 
in this matter—or how they would 
dare if they could. To our way of 
thinking, the lady is eminently cor- 
rect. Under certain conditions child- 
lessness is certainly not a crime. 

The lady makes the telling point 
that the president is not the mother 
of a large family. A father he may 
be—but not a mother. Therefore, he 
is, necessarily, one-sided in his views. 
Neither is Miss Higginston a mother. 
but she knows enough to fully real- 
ize that it is all very well for a man 
to strut around and talk about large 
families, but— 

Well, as she says,. we have heard 
nothing from the mothers of America 
about “race suicide,” and we never 
will. 

We heartily agree with Miss Higgin- 
ston that all this is not in the pres- 
ident’s line. He knows no more about 
it than he does about the south’s race 
problem; and he never will—until he 
has been a mother himself, or until 
he moves -south. 

Of course, we do not feel altogether 
as resentful toward the president in 
this matter) as Miss Higginston does. 
Nevertheless, we can appreciate, in a 
measure, how she must feel about it. 
It is exasperating, in the first place. 
to be held accountable for something 
that may not be altogether your fault. 
And, no doubt, the other members of 
her association agree with her. 

Viewing the matter in its fairest 
light, we are very much of the opin- 
ion that the president owes somebody 
an explanation and apology. He 
should, at least, emerge from the soli- 
tude of Yellowstone park long enough 
to wire a. disclaimer, nsreogdagtere ss!

of 1882, when 788,992 foreign emi- 
grants landed on our shores.. Since 
that time the number.of such arrivals 
has fluctuated considerably, it look- 
ing for a time as if South American 
and other fields of European settle 
ment would permanently divert the 
stream of immigration from the 
United States. It is difficult to say 
just what has given this new impetus 
to American immigration, though 
many will not hesitate to ascribe it 
to the highly-colored reports of 
American prosperity abroad. Since 
the commercial invasion of the old 
world by our manufacturers the Unit- 
ed States never appeared to be more 
of an Eldorado to the intending emi- 
grant. , 

Contrary to the rule of former years, 
the bulk of the immigrants now land- 
ing at Castle Garden are from south- 
ern and eastern Europe, with the Ital- 
ians greatly predominating. New 
1ork is rapidly becoming a good deal 
of an Italian city. Its Italian popula- 
tion is now said to be 250,000, and by 
1910 it is confidently predicted that 
the number of this nationality will be 
doubled, giving the American metrop- 
olis a larger Italian population than 
any city of Italy save Naples. Some- 
thing like 40 per cent of the Italians 
in the United States are residents of 
New York city. In this connection. it 
is interesting to learn by the census 
of 1900 that of the total population of 
New York city only 737,477—21.5 per 
cent—were native whites born of na- 
tive parents. It will thus be seen that 
the estimated immigration for 1903 ex- 
ceeds the native population of our 
chief city. 

These statistical facts are signifl- 
cant, and there are many problems 
involved in the immigration question 
worthy of the best American thought 
and statesmanship if a satisfactory so- 
lution is to be found for them, 
Plowing Up Gold in Georgia Fields. 

It is generally known, we believe, 
that in the mineral belt of Georgia 
even the soil in the fields is impreg- 
nated to a greater or less extent with 
fine gold, or what is xnown as “flour 
gold.” Sometimes this fine gold is 
found in the surface dirt to a depth 
of five or six inches, but it has here- 
tofore been of no value, because no 
practicable way of treating it had 
ever been found. 

A writer ih The Cherokee Advance. 
one of the leading papers of the north 
Georgia mineral belt, clafms, 
ever, that a method of extracting this 
fine gold from the surface dirt has 
been successfully demonstrated. 

According to this writer, the meth- 
od is to attach to the ordinary plow 
used in th») fields a thoroughly amal- 
gamated plate conforming to the lines 
of the plowshare. 

After the land has absorbed con- 
siderable moisture, either natural or 
artificial, a good practice, says this 
writer, is to plow to a depth of four 


inches and replow until the gold con- | 


tents is nil. 

The fine particles of gold (flour 
gold) coming in contact with the 
plow plate adhere and amalgamate 
very readily, forming ridges of hard 
amalgam about two inches from the 


plow point and run diagonally to the 


upper side. 

If the soil contains too large a per- 
centage of silicious matter or grit, he 
says, the plate is subject to scouring, 
necessitating hourly clean-ups, other- 
wise the major portions of gold col- 
lected on the plate would be carried 
off, causing a serious.Jos¢. 

In clay soil of a velvety texture the 
usual clean-up takes place once a day, 

It it claimed that. considerable 
gold has been taken out of the fields 
in the mineral ‘belt by this method. 
It costs comparatively little to carry 
on this character of “mining” and it 
is said the results are highly profita- 
ble where there is an ordinary 
amount of “flour gold” in the soil. 

There are thousands of acres of 
land all over north Georgia—mainly. 
at the foot of gold bearing mountains 
—-that contain gold that has been 
washed down upon them through the 
ages. No doubt the owners of. this 
land will find the above experiment 
of considerable interest. While it is 
not claimed that a field so treated 
will prove an Eldorado, it is positive- 
ly asserted that the experiment wil] 


, more than pay for oe trouble.

‘BYGLENN HARRIS 


Well Known Birmingham. 
Drummer Shot to Death 
in Hotel, 


Birmingham, Ala., April 17.—(Special.)— 
Elias M. Latham, a commercia] traveler 
of good reputation, was shot and killed 
by Glenn Havis, a bookkeeper, well 
known about town, at noon today at the 
entrance to the toilet room of the Morris 
hotel. 

William Wise, a prominent liquor dealer 
and proprietor of the Florence hotel bar, 
is held as an accessory. 

The only eye witness to the shooting, 
as far as can be learned, is Jim Vassar. 
a negro porter at the hotel. According 
to his statement the men indulged in a 
lengthy controversy before the shooting 
ond then began to scuflie. Havis shot 
three times, one of the balls striking the 
wall near the toilet room door and one 
taking effect in Latham’s breast. 

latham staggered through the door 
into the toilet room and from there into 
the Morris bar, where he died, without 
speaking. 

Vassar claims that Havis attempted 
to run through the main corridor of the 
hotel] after the shooting, but that Wise 
stopped him and compelled him to go out 
through the ladies’ entrance. 

In a second a crowd had gathered. 
Both Wise and Havis denied any kno7w!l- 
edge of the shooting, but finally owned 
vp that Havis had killed Latham in s¢if- 
defense. They decline to say any morc. 
There seems to be no clew whatever to 
the cause of the trouble. 

Latham was a married man and was 
well connected. Havis and Wise are both 
in jail.

Fortunately most of the tremend- 
ous weight of the wreckage feli giear of 
the deck, as otherwise the disaster must 
have been multiplied ten times. As it 
was only one lifé was lost, a member of 
the crew named Collier, a brother‘in law 
of Captain Wringe. Collier at the moment 
of the accident was handing a binocuiar 
glass to Sir Thomas Lipton and still had 
the giass In his hand when he was strucx 
by some of the tumbling gear and knocked 
cverboard. 

The lull which followed was broken by 
a sharp order from Captain Wringe to 
get away a boat. A boat was shot over- 
board, manned and started to search for 
Collier. Boats were also dropped from 
the Shamrock I and Erm. Coilier, hew- 
ever, never reappeared. A number of 
ethers were injured by falling gear, but 
none were seriously hurt. Sir Thomas 
was knocked down a hatchway and one 
of his hands was injured, but not 
seriously. 

Line Passed Wrecked Yacht. 

The Erin passed a line to the wrecked 
yacht and stood by her to give all the 
aid necessary. Sir Thomas, who was ex- 
tremely distressed by the fatality and 
the injury to the yacht, said in an inter- 
view that the accident occurred abso- 
lutely without warning, and much more 
quickly than when the Shamrock II was 
simflarly dismantied in the Solent.

only one break, which was about 7 feet 
above the deck. As the big spar with 
its weight of canvas became heavicr 
owing to the water in it, the mast again 
buckled fts head, going down till it rested 
on the’ bottom.

The close was steady at a 
net loss of 7 points to an advance of < 
points, the gains being on the late op- 
tions, which were affected by covering jure 
before the close. The English market 
this morning was due to report a decline 
from 1-2 to 21-2 points, ingtead of which 
values there were at first steady at a 
partial! decline of 1 point and the close 
Was net 1 to 11-2 lower. Port receipts 
were 9,366 baies, against 11.381 bales last 
vear, but this lost force as an itfluence 
in view of the heavy in-sight movement. 
which reached 115,896 bales. against 83,005 
bales for the same week last year. An 
other factor in the decline was the con- 
tinued reports of unsatisfactory condi- 
tions in the dry goods trade. 


Review of the New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, April 17.—Cotton was very 
quiet again today. The holders of spo- 
cotton apparently have no desire to get 
rid cf what they have, but are holding 
presumably for even higher prices than 
those now ruling. They show but little 
disposition to shade prices. Sales 1,500 
bales, including 250 to arrive. Quotations 
reduced 1-l6c. 

The future market was quiet. and the 
trading was light and confined almost 
entirely to professionals. At the opening 
prices were 2 to 38 points higher thar 
yesterday's closing. This was caused by 
unexpectediy good Liverpoo! cables, which 
reported futures down only 1 point at the 
opening in spite of the easier feeling in 
the American markets yesterday. Soon 
after the opening. under the influence of 
New York, prices eased off a few points. 
the board at the close showing net losses 
of 4 points on May and June, 3 on July 
August was even, while the new crop jo- 


sitions gained 1 point each.

Weil Bros. Crop Letter. 


Opelika, Ala., April 17.—Very little 
change has taken place in the spot sit- 
uation since our letter of the Ist. De- 
mand from all sources at the present rul- 
ing prices is very unsatisfactory. Our 
local mills are well supplied into next 
season; the North Carolina and South 
Carolina mills do not show apy desire 
to bid or buy, aad this is quite disap- 
pointing, inasmuch as we were informed 
previously that North Carolina mills had 
a great deal of cotton to buy. Evident- 
ly they, as well as the South Carolina 
mills, .have found supplies at home. 
North Carolina and South Carolina, it 
will be remembered, have made splendid 
crops this past season, and all of splen- 
did quality; this, evidently, is the cause 
of the small demand from the North Car- 
Olina and South Carolina mills. The 
New England mills seem to be entirely 
out of the market, and European spin- 
ners send orders at one-half cent below 
the market price in the south. In the 
meantime, cotton is showing up from lo- 
calities where tota! exhaustion secrmed to 
be apparent some time ago, but, with all 
that. stocks et the uncounted towns ‘1re 
no heavier now than they were last sea- 
son. Considerable low grade cotton and 
high grades are being shipped to New 
York from all sections of the south. 

The weather during the first week of 
this month was very fine for farming 
operations, but during the last week it 
has been interfered with by copious rains 
and ccol weather. Planting ig this sec- 
tion is about three or four weeks be- 
hind, which may be ov2rcome, provided 
we have geod weather from now on. 
However, it will deter a great many 
farmers from increasing their acreage. 
We are informed that, in many in- 
Stancés, farmers are neglecting the plant- 
ing and preparation of corn lands and de- 
voting their work to the preparation of 
cotto;1 lands; but, notwithstanding this 
tendency to give cotton planting the pref- 
erence, farmers are greatly behind with 
their work, and will have a late start, 
and the cool weather we are having keens 
the seed from germinating.

New Orleans, April 17.—Secretary Hester's weekly New Orleans 
Cotton Exchange statement, issued before the close of business today, 
shows an increase in the movement into sight, compared with the seven 
days ending this date last year, in round figures, of 24,000 bales, an in- 
crease over the same period year before last of 15,000, and an increase 
over the same time in 1900 of 27,000. | 

For the seventeen days of April the totals show an increase over last 
year of 60,000, a decrease under the same period year before last of 
26,000, and ahead of 1900 by 107,000. ‘ 

For the 229 days of the season that have elapsed the aggregate is 
ahead of the 229 days of last year 200,000, ahead of the same time year 
before last 639,000, and ahead of 1900 by 1,340,000. 

The amount brought into sight during the past week has been 109,- 
669 bales, against 86,069 for the seven days ending this date last year, 
95,137 year before last and 83,030 same time in 1900, and for the seven- 
teen days of April it has been 266,610, against 206,147 last year, 292,662 
year before last, and 159,845 same time in 1900. 

The movement since September 1 shows receipts at all United 
States ports 7,221,966, against 7,093 032 last year, 6,667,296 year before 
last, and 6,253,695 same time in 1900; overland across the Mississippi, 
Ohio and Potomac rivers to northern mills and Canada 979,761, against 


1,020,694 last year, 967,617 year before last. and 1,097,760 same time in 
1900; interior stocks in excess of those held at the close of the commer- 
cial year 131,049, against 179,285 last year, 461,545 year before last, and 
9.365 same time in 1900; southern mill takings 1,473,500, against 1,313.- 
424 last year, 1,070,523 year before last, and 1,105,090 same time in 1900. 

These make the total movement for the 229 days from September 
1 to date 9,806,276. against 9,606,435 last year, 9,166,981 year before last, 
and 8,465,910 same time in 1900. 

Foreign exports for the week have been 32,279, against 43,941 last 
year, making the total thus for for the season:6.093,939, againat 5,728,120 
last year, an increase of 365,819. 

Northern mill takings and Canada during the past seven days show 
a decrease of 12,778, as compared with the corresponding period last 
year, and their total takings since September 1 have éeecreased 29,948. 
The total takings of American mills, north and south and Canada, thus far 
for the season have been 3,490,456,. against 3,258,902. These include 


1,893,753 by northern spinners, against 1,923,701. 

Stocks at the seaboard and the twenty-nine leading southern interior 
centers have increased during the week 2,048, against a decrease during 
the corresponding period last season of 40,708, and are now 437,520 small- 
er than at this date in 1902. 


Including stocks left over at ports and interior towns from the last 
crop and the number of bales brought into sight thus far for the new 
crop, the supply to date has been 10,021,350, against 9,966,122 for the 
Same period last year. 

It must be remembered that the weekly, monthly and seasons’ com- 
parisons in Secretary Hester’s reports are made up to, corresponding 
dates last year, year before and in 1900.

Chicago, April 17.—Quietness prevailed 
on the board of trade today. but both 
the grain and provision prices were firm, 
May wheat closing a shade higher, with 
July 3-8c higher. May corn was up 1-4@ 
5-8c and oats 1@1 1-8c better. Provisions 
closed firm, the July product being from 
a shade to 7 1-2@10c higher. 

There was only moderate volume of 
trade in wheat and the market lacked 
any special features. The leading bull 
interest did little business, but was al- 
ways on hand with buying orders if 
prices showed too strong an inclination 
to seek a lower level. Opening prices 
were firm on high cables, May being un- 
changed to 1-4c higher at 77 1-2@77 3-4c 
with July a shade to 1-8@l-4c higher at 
71 5-8@71 3-4c.

New York, April 17.—Prices of stocks 
achieved a pretty comprehensive: upward 
movement today, but at the higher level 
the market showed itself very sensitive 
to the unfavorable effort of a Violent 
slump in Metropolitan Street Railway, as 
it did on Wednesday to the sudden drop 
in Manhattan“when a strike first seemed 
imminent, Today the market displayed 
much greater resitency, and the fina! 
recovery when the decline was checked 
in Metropolitan Street Railway w&s 
rather violent in some cases. The reac- 
tien had practically wiped out that ad- 
vance, but some conspicuous stocks ral- 
lied almost to the top level in the last 
few minutes of trading and the closing 
was irregular. The day’s movement of 
prices was largely professional, but was 
evidently backed by large resources and 
confident operations. This was clearly 
shown by the aggressive way in which 
prices were bid up at the last against 
the shorts after ts:ir raid upon the 
market. The advance in the market was 
pursued with some manifest caution and 
with attentive consideration of symptoms 
of a renewal of realizing sales. The 
progressive steps of the advance, how- 
ever, failed to develop any signs of re- 
rewed liquidation. On the other hand, 
there was no indication that there was 
any other outside interest attracted by 
the advance in prices. Belated covering 
of some large short accounts was in evi- 
dence, and was an important factor In 
the strength of some stocks.. The ad- 
vances in the market seemed to have 
come to a pause before the sudden drop 
in Metropolitan Street Railway, and 
prices gave wry quite readily in sympa- 
thy with that movement. There had been 
evidence all day of a supply of this stock 
ir. the market, and the bears planned 
their flerce raid with the purpose of un- 
covering stop loss orders and dislodging 
long stock.
